At least 32 students will 
be able to pay the ma- 
jor part of their expenses 
by working at Enter- 
prise Junior College under 
a federal work-study pro- 
gram approved August 2nd, 

The $5,940 federal grant 
for the fall quarter will be 
matched by $600 from the 
college. It will provide a to- 
tal of $6,600 to be paid to 
students for work at the co- 
llege during the first ll 
weeks of classes, 

President B, A, Forres- 
ter said recently that iden- 
tical requests have been 
made for the winter and 
spring quarters, and if ap- 
proved, will provide a fund 
of $19,800 for the 1965-66 
school year, Of this amount 
he said, the college will 
put up $1,980, which was 
made available by gifts of 
$1,000 each from the Lions.
